The five books published during 1512-1513 in Venice 
constitute the first printing of Armenian books. 

It is not known how many copies were printed, but few¬ 
er than 30 copies of these five books are known to exist 
in various libraries. 

The one on exhibition is the book known as “Agh- 
tark," a prayer book which was read over the head of the 
sick. It was formerly in the library of Rev. A. A. Bedikian 
and was given to Dr. Bedoukian some years ago. Less than 
a half dozen copies of this book are believed to be in ex¬ 
istence. 

It is interesting that none of the known copies has a 
title page. Efforts to establish the order of publication of 
the five books have so far not been successful.

The publication of the first complete Armenian Bible 
was a milestone in the history of Armenian printing. It is 
an example of fine printing and several editions were appar¬ 
ently issued. Parts of the Bible had been printed nearly a 
century earlier, but this is the first complete Bible. 

In 1966, the tercentennial of the publication was cele¬ 
brated and many articles appeared around the world. Some 
of these are on exhibition, including a novel published re¬ 
cently. 

The circumstances leading to the appearance of this Bi¬ 
ble show the enormous sacrifices made by dedicated per¬ 
sons who were determined to bring their task to fruition. 
Lacking experience and funds, Oskan Erevantsi, sent by the 
Catholicos of Etchmiadzin, managed to secure the assist¬ 
ance of wealthy Armenian merchants and succeeded in ' 
printing the first Armenian Bible. 

It is possible that the several printings produced over a 
thousand copies, but at present not many more than a hun¬ 
dred seem to have survived. 

Considerable archivial material surrounding the publica¬ 
tion of the Armenian Bible exists in Amsterdam. The illus¬ 
trations were taken from the Dutch “Biblia Sacra” which 
was published in Latin in Amsterdam in 1657. It will be 
seen that they are rather large for the columns, but were 
nevertheless considered suitable. 

The binding is the original one made by Albertus Mag¬ 
nus, one of the noted binders of his period.

During the sixteenth to eighteenth centuries, although 
they had long since lost their political independence, the 
Armenians constituted an important commercial class in 
the then powerful Ottoman and Persian empires. Their 
trading activities extended from China and India to Wes¬ 
tern Europe. 

At that time, Amsterdam was a leading commercial cen¬ 
ter in Europe. Many Armenians settled there and estab¬ 
lished a prosperous colony. The first prayer house was 
formed in 1663 and by permission a church was built in 
1713 and rebuilt in 1749. 

A printing house was established in Amsterdam and 
over fifty titles appeared from 1660 to 1716, including the 
Bible in 1666. 

Several books, all published in Amsterdam during this 
period, are on exhibition to illustrate the printing activi¬ 
ties of the Armenian press.

PROPAGANDA FIDE OF ROME 

During the seventeenth century, The Catholic Church 
was actively attempting to bring eastern Christians to its 
fold. A large number of books were printed in order to 
prepare its missionaries for this task and to encourage the 
spread of Catholicism. 

Many efforts had been made to join the Armenian and 
Roman Church, especially during the period of the Cru¬ 
sades, but they had always been opposed by the majority 
of the Armenian people. This opposition was still active 
in the seventeenth century and little progress was made by 
the Vatican. 

Most of the books printed dealt with theological matters 
and with the grammar of the Armenian language. Several 
books with explanatory notes are on exhibition.

countries in Europe and Asia. (7x11 cm.) Most early printings are either of religious nature or 

books on language or grammar. It is interesting, therefore, 
to note the existence of Armenian handbooks giving the 
currency of various countries and their relative values, or 
books on the different weights and measures used in other 
countries. 

Such publications must have been extremely useful to 
Armenian merchants who had extensive trade ties around 
the world. 

SEVENTEENTH CENTURY ARITHMETIC AND The smaller of two books published in 1675 teaches 
BOOKKEEPING PUBLICATIONS SPECIFICALLY the reader the simple rules of arithmetic - addition, sub¬ 
traction, multiplication, and division. Another book, prin¬ 
ted in 1699, deals with weights and measures as well as 
the currency rates of various countries.

Some books were printed with notations on words 
which enabled the reader to sing the passages. These no¬ 
tations were known as “Khaz.” 

Musical notations had apparently been in use for a long 
time, as evidenced by the fact that these “Khaz” markings 
appear on some ancient manuscripts. However, the know¬ 
ledge of reading them has been lost, and it is only recent¬ 
ly that attempts are being made by scholars to decipher 
them. 

Armenian church music is relatively of recent origin and 
it would be most interesting to be able to put down in 
modem musical notations the hymns and other prayer songs 
sung by parishioners centuries ago.
